FRONTS.  FRAUDS,  FAKES, 
SHAMS. . . . 

Webster's  Dictionary  defines 
these  terms  as  "alter,  manip- 
ulate, false  appearance  --  de- 
ceiving or  misrepresenting  -- 
imitation,  couterfeit  or  pur- 
porting to  be  genuine..." 

Strong  words  --  often  heard  in 
discussion  of  the  DBE  Program. 

By  all  appearances  fictitious 
DBE  firms  are  on  the  increase 
nationally  (1),  and  this  trend 
appears  to  be  occurring  in 
Mon  t  ana  . 

Generally  fronts  are  created 
in  one  of  three  ways  (ID  A 
prime  contiactor  may  establish 
a  new  but  captive  specialty 
enterprise  setting  up  a 
trusted  minority  or  female  em- 
ployee or  relative  as  owner; 
(2)  An  established  non-minor- 
ity subcontractor,  recognizing 
additional  business  opportun- 
ities of  minority  certifica- 
tion may  ostensibly  transfer 
controlling  ownership  of  his 
business  to  his  wife  or 
trusted  minority  employee, 
friend,  or  relative;  (3)  Al- 
ternatively the  established 
contractor  may  choose  to 
create  a  separate  but  parallel 
organization  placing  the  wife 
or  trusted  minority  in  charge 
as  the  apparent  owner.  Often 
these  parallel  firms  are  op- 
erated out  of  the  same  loca- 
tion and  share  equipment  and 
emp I oyees . 


In  addition,  contractors  can 
devise  numerous  ways  to  use 
properly  certified  DBE  firms 
to  "front  an  operation".  This 
involves  the  appearance  that 
the  DBE  firm  is  performing  the 
work  when  in  fact  it  is  per- 
formed by  the  prime  contrac- 
tor or  non-DBE  subcontractor. 

The  Federal  Highway  Adminis- 
tration and  Montana  Depart- 
ment of  Highways  (MDOH)  be- 
lieve the  increase  in  appli- 
cations from  firms  claiming 
female  ownership  and  control 
has  resulted  from  the  enact- 
ment of  the  Surface  Transpor- 
tation and  Uniform  Relocation 
Assistance  Act  (STURRA)  of 
1987  in  which  the  once  sepa- 
rate goals  for  minority  and 
female  owned  business  have 
been  combined.  The  combination 
of  goals  allows  the  minority- 
owned  and  female-owned  firms 
to  compete  for  the  same  fed- 
eral-aid highway  dollar. 

Montana  has  a  relatively  small 
minority  population  and  few 
m i no r i t y -own ed  firms.  The  com- 
bination of  goals  has  in- 
creased job  opportunities  for 
legitimate  women-owned  con- 
tracting firms.  However,  many 
firms  of  questionable  owner- 
ship and  control  have  surfaced 
and  are  requesting  certifica- 
tion in  the  DBE  Program. 

MDOH  in  its  analysis  and  re- 
view process,  is  becoming 
"hard-nosed"  in  its  certifi- 
cation recommendations  as 
evidence  by  the  number  of  de- 
nials over  the  past  year. 

The  Department  denied  certi- 
fication requests  from  23 
firms  during  the  past  year. 

Decertification  proceedings 
were  initiated  against  a  DBE 


charged  with  acting  as  a 
"front"  on  a  federal-aid 
highway  project.  The  case  is 
currently  pending  before  an 
independent  hearing  examiner. 

Federal  regulations  require 
that  only  bona  fide  firms 
participate  in  the  DBE  pro- 
gram. It  is  the  responsibility 
of  MDOH  to  ensure  that  the  re- 
gulations are  met.

REQUIREMENTS 

If  a  worker  on  a  project  is 
employed  by  more  than  one 
contractor  and  exceeds  40 
hours  in  a  work  week,  the 
worker  must  be  paid  overtime 
(OTJ.  This  requirement  has 
been  enforced  by  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Labor  (DOL)  for 
many  years  . 

DOL  Field  Operations  Manual 
(Paragraph  15K03  -  Hours 
Worked)  states:

EMPLOYERS'  LIABILITY  FOR 
SEXUAL  HARASSMENT  CLARIFIED  BY 
EEOC 

The  Equal  Employment  Oppor- 
tunity Commission  has  issued  a 
guidance  memorandum  to  help 
employers  define  sexual  ha- 
rassment and  establish  employ- 
er  liability  for  such  conduct 
under  Title  VII.   The  guide 
sets  out  EEOC's  standards  for 
evaluating  charges  of  sexual 
harassment  following  the  Su- 
preme Court's  1986  ruling  in 
Meritor  Savings  Bank  vs. 
Vinson.   To  obtain  a  copy  of 


Policy  Guidance  on  Current 
Issues  of  Sexual  Harassment 
write  to  EEOC,  2401  E  Street 
N.W.,  Washington,  DC  20507. 
Previous  EEOC  guidelines  did 
not  address  a  number  of  issues 
raised  in  the  Vinson  case. 
Some  of  those  issues  include: 

1.  Determining  whether  sex- 
ual conduct  is  unwelcome. 
Sexual  conduct  becomes 
unlawful  only  when  it  is 
unwelcome.   When  there  is 
conflicting  evidence  as 
to  welcomeness,  the 
charging  party's  claim 
will  be  stronger  if  a 
comp laint  or  protest 
about  the  harassment  is 
made  while  the  harassment 

is  ongoing  or  shortly 
after  it  has  stopped. 

2.  Employers  may  not  always 
be  held  liable  for  sexual 
harassment  by  supervi- 
sors, however,  employers 
will  always  be  held  re- 
sponsible for  instances 
when  a  supervisor  uses 
assigned  authority  to 
hire,  fire  and  promote  to 
extort  sexual  consider- 
ation from  an  employee. 

An  effective  internal  com- 
plaint procedure  is  essential 
to  minimize  an  employers  lia- 
bility for  sexual  harassment. 
The  policy  must  be  clearly  and 
regularly  communicated  to  em- 
ployees.  The  procedures  used 
for  resolving  sexual  harass- 
ment complaints  should  ensure 
confidentiality  and  provide 
effective  remedies,  including 
protecting  victims  and  wit- 
nesses against  retaliation. 
The  employer  must  take  imme- 
diate and  appropriate  correc- 
tive action  by  doing  whatever 
is  necessary  to  end  the  ha- 
rassment and  prevent  recur- 
rence of  the  misconduct.
